I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  1965.  It  is 
made  in  accordance  id-th  the  Reg\alations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  vrhich 
prescribe  the  duties  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

1,  Constitution  of  the  Port  Health  Authority. 

The  Port  Health  Authority  consists  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 
Burgesses  of  the  County  Borough  of  Grimsby,  acting  by  the  Council. 

2,  Limits  of  jurisdiction. 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  said  Port  Health  Authority  shall  extend  to 
as  much  of  the  said  port  as  abuts  upon  the  County  Borough  of  Grimsby,  as 
extended  by  the  Grimsby  Extension  and  Improvement  Act,  1S89,  together  vdth 
the  "waters  of  the  said  Port  -within  such  limits,  and  the  place,  or  places, 
for  the  time  being  appointed  as  the  Customs  Boarding  Station  or  Stations 
for  such  part  of  the  said  Port,  and  every  other  place  for  the  time  being 
appointed  for  the  mooring  or  anchoring  of  ships  for  such  part  of  the  said 
Port,  under  any  Regulation  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  diseases 
issued  under  the  Authority  of  the  Statutes  in  that  behalf,  and  the  docks, 
basins,  harbours,  creeks,  rivers,  channels,  roads,  bays  and  streams 
belonging  to  that  part  of  the  said  Port  for  -which  such  Authority  is 
constituted  as  aforesaid. 

3,  General  description  of  the  port.

The  docks  are  operated  by  the  British  Transport  Docks  Board  and  are 
five  in  number.  At  present  the  Alexandra  Dock  is  only  being  used  to  a 
limited  extent  and  solely  for  the  discharge  of  occasional  cargoes  of  timber. 
VJork  -will  shortly  commence  on  the  provision  of  one  additional  timber 
discharging  berth  which,  it  is  anticipated,  will  be  ready  for  use  by  the 
middle  of  196?. 

The  Royal  Dock  is  available  for  all  classes  of  general  cargo. 

Extensive  alterations  have  been  completed  on  the  west  side  of  this  dock  and 
excellent  facilities  for  the  handling  of  most  types  of  cargo  are  available. 
On  the  east  side  work  is  progressing  in  connection  with  the  provision  of  a 
roll  on  - roll  off  service  between  Grimsby  and  Esbjerg.  This  work  will  be 
completed  and  the  service  is  expected  to  be  inaugurated  by  December,  1966, 

Commercial  docks 

Regular  services  are  maintained  between  Grimsby  and  continental  ports. 
There  has  been  a marked  increase  in  the  amount  of  frozen  food  imported 
thix»ugh  Grimsby.  This  food  comes  from  Scandinavian  countries,  Iceland, 
Greenland,  Canada  and  occasionally  from  Mediterranean  coimtries,  T/flien  the 
Grimsby/Esbjerg  roll  on  - 2X)11  off  service  gets  under  way,  it  is  probable 
that  Grimsby  will  be  the  largest  bacon  importing  centre  in  the  country. 

Fish  docks 

There  are  three  fish  docks  and  the  facilities;  available  for  the 
landing  of  fish  and  the  maintenance  of  trawlers  are  said  to  be  among  the 
finest  in  the  world.  The  value  of  the  annual  landing  of  fish  at  Grimsby 
exceeds  that  of  any  other  port  in  the  country. 

The  fish  market  provides  314^750  square  feet  of  covered  area  and 
approximately  one  mile  of  quay  affords  discharging  facilities  for  sixty-six 
trawlers.  Ihe  quantity  of  fish  landed  daily  ranges  from  as  low  as  four  or 
five  hundred  tons  during  the  winter  months  to  as  high  as  a thousand  tons 
during  the  summer  months,

Generally  speaking,  the  crew  accommodation  on  board  these  canal  boats 
is  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition  and  the  defects  noted  are  usually 
remedied  by  the  service  of  informal  notices. 

No  case  of  infectious  disease  occurred  on  any  of  the  canal  boats. 
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SECTION  V - WATER  SUPPLY 

Water  supplied  by  the  North  Eo^t  Lincolnshire  Water  Board  is 
available  throughout  the  port  area. 

Comiiiercial  docks  • • 

Drinking  water  is  available  from  hydrants  at  all  berths  in  the 
Royal  Dock,  Saraples  of  this  water  are  submitted  regularly  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  reports  have  been  satisfactory  in  every 
case , 

The  hosea  used  for  delivering  water  to  shipping  are  flushed  through 
before  each  use  and  the  nozzles  are  washed  thoroughly.  ViHien  not  in  use, 
the  hoses  and  other  equipment  are  kept  under  lock  and  key  in  a dry,  clean 
compartment,  ■ 

During  August,  1965^  a complaint  was  lodged  with  this  Authority  by 
the  crew  of  M/V  Karel,  concerning  the  drinking  water  on  board  that  vessel. 

On  the  advice  of  this  Authority,  the  fresh'  water  tanks  were  emptied, 
filled  with  chlorinated  water,  emptied  again  and  finally  refilled  with 
pure  fresh  water.  Samples  of  this  water  were  found  to  be  satisfactoiy 
and  there  were  no  further  complaints. 

Fish  docks 

An  adequate  supply  of  drinking  water  is  available  at  all  berths  in 
the  fish  docks  from  hydrants  situated  on  the  quayaide.  As  these  hydrants 
are  liable  to  contamination  from  filth  washed  from  the  floor  of  the  fish 
market,  they  are  protected  by  screw-on  covers  which  are  attached  to  the 
hydrant  by  means  of  a chain. 

Fish  market 

On  the  fish  market  the  water  for  cleansing  purposes  is  obtained  by 
gravitation  from  the  30,000  gallon  storage  tank  situated  in  the  dock  tower. 
This  tank  is  kept  supplied  with  water  which  is  pijmped  from  the  Royal  Dock 
and  an  efficient  chlorination  system  ensures  freedom  from  contamination. 

The  number  of  delivery  points  are  adequate  and,  generally  speaking, 
the  supply  of  water  is  sufficient.  Samples  of  this  water  are  taken  at 
regular  intervals  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  in 
every  instance  the  resvilts  have  been  satisfactory.  This  system  of  water 
supply  is,  of  course,  entirely  separate  from  the  drinking  water  supply.

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SECTION  VIII  - VENEREAL  DISEASE 


Every  vessel  entering  the  port  of  Grimsby  is  boarded  by  an 
inspector  who  enquires  into  the  occurrence  of  venereal  disease  on  board. 
Any  person  suffering  from  this  disease  is  advised  to  attend  the 
Special  Treatment  Centre  in  Queen  Street  for  treatment  and  for  advice  as 
to  the  method  of  obtaining  further  treatment  at  other  ports  and  in  other 
countries.  Booklets  pointing  out  the  dangers  of  delay  and  neglect  and 
giving  details  of  the  hours  of  attendance  and  the  location  of  the 
Sprecial  Treatment  Centre  are  placed  on  board  vessels  as  necessary. 

The  Special  Treatment  Centre  is  open  from  10  a,m,  to  12,30  p.m,, 
and  from  2 p.m,  to  7 p.m,  every  weekday  except  Saturday,  when  it  is 
closed  at  12,30  p*m,,  and  particulars  of  the  examination  and  treatment 
of  seamen  during  the  year  1965  are  as  follows:-

All  vessels  arriving  from  foreign  ports  are  examined  by  the  rat 
searcher  for  evidence  of  rat  infestation. 

The  bacteriological  and  pathological  examination  of  rodents  is 
undertaken  by  the  Department  of  Pathology,  Grimsby  General  Hospital . 

The  deratting  of  ships  is  carried  out  by  trapping,  poisoning  or  by 
fumigating,  H.C.N,  is  the  fumigant  in  general  use.  The  method  adopted 
depends  on  the  severity  of  the  infestation  and  other  circumstances. 
Contractors,  based  at  Hull  undertake  the  deratting  of  ships  and  the  work 
is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  staff  of  this  Authority, 

The  inspectors  and  the  rat  searcher  endeavour  to  secure  the  efficient 
rat-proofirig  of  vessels  where  necessazy  and  special  attention  is  paid  to 
store-rooms,  food  lockers  and  linings. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  carry  out  fumigation  of  any  vessel  for 
rat  infestation  during  the  year,  which  indicates  a most  satisfactory  state 
of  affairs  as  far  as  vessels  using  this  port  are  concerned.

Mussels  are  imported  principally  from  Denmark  and  samples 
from  each  consignment  of  imported  mussels  are  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Where  the  report  of  the  bacteriologisit 
indicates  deterioration  in  the  state  of  cleanliness  of  the  mussels, 
subsequent  consignments  from  the  beds,  concerned  are  detained  pending 
receipt  of  the  bacteriologist's  report.  No  unsatisfactory  reports 
were  received  during  the  year. 

Generally  speaking,  the  situation  in  respect  of  imported  mussels 
gives  no  ground  for  concern.  During  the  ^vinter  months  the  imports 
of  these  shell-fish  are  in  the  form  of  bagged  live  mussels  but 
during  the  warmer  months  of  the  year  the  mussels  are  shelled  and 
packed  in  tins  containing  a solution  of  vinegar  or  acetic  acid. 

Occasionally  very  small  consignments  of  tinned  smoked  mussels 
are  imported  but  here  again  no  unsatisfactory  report  has  resulted 
from  the  submission  of  samples  for  examination 

During  the  year  1,024  tons  of  mussels  were  imported  through 
Grimsby.

The  majority  of  arrivals  are  in  the  early  hours  of  Sunday 
morning,  which  necessitates  week-end  duty,  and  this  work 
is  shared  by  the  panel  of  four  medical  inspectors. 

Usually  the  medical  inspector  visits  the  ship  with 
H,  M.  Immigration  Officer. 

Approximately  two-thirds  of  the  aliens  arriving  are 
visitors.

During  the  year,  one  case  of  rat  infestation  in  a trawler  was 
reported  and  dealt  with  conclusively.  This  was  in  a foreign  trawler 
visiting  the  port  for  overhaul.  No  further  infestation  occurred  in  any 
trawler  based  on  Grinsby. 

District 

It  can  again  be  reported  that  the  district  was  free  from  any  serious 
infestation  by  rats  during  the  year  under  review.  There  has  been  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  minor  infestations  by  mice  but  all  these  have 
been  dealt  id-th  satisfactoidly. 

The  possibility  of  mice  being  carried  from  store  to  store  or  even 
from  town  to  town  as  a result  of  the  general  adoption  of  the  palletised 
system  of  transporting  rodent  attractive  foods,  cannot  be  ruled  out.

Merchant  vessels 

The  i^'eneral  inprovenent  in  the  standard  of  living  accorjnodation 
in  the  ner chant  vessels  visiting  this  port  has  already  been  coimented 
upon  in  previous  reports.  This  inprovenent  has  been  naintained  during 
the  year  under  review. 

No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  securing  the  inplenentation 
of  the  inspectors'  recomendations  concerning  any  unsatisfactory 
features  noted  in  the  course  of  inspections.  Whenever  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  communicate  with  the  owners  of  vessels,  immediate 
co-operation  has  usually  been  forthcoming. 

The  almost  complete  absence  of  insect  vermin  continues  to  form 
one  of  the  most  encouraging  aspects  of  the  existing  situation. 


Fishing  vessels 

The  general  standard  of  maintenance  in  the  crew  accommodation  of 
fishing  vessels  based  on  Grimsby  continues  to  be  very  high. 

The  presence  of  insect  or  rodent  vermin  in  Grimsby  fishing  vessels 
is  now  very  exceptional  indeed.

The  quantity  of  foodstuffs  landed  in  Grimsby  increases  year  by 
year.  A considerable  proportion  of  the  food  is  pre-packed  and 
demands  constant  vigilance,  particularly  in  the  case  of  such  foods 
as  frozen  peeled  prawns,  which  are  ready  for  consumption  after 
thawing . ■ 

1,27s  tons  of  frozen  prawns  were  landed  in.  Grimsby  during  the 
year  and  by  far  the  greater  part  of  this  amount  consisted  of 
peeled  prawns.  Samples  were  submitted  regiilarly  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  4S7  stones  of  peeled  prawns  were  condemned.  One 
warning  letter  was  sent  to  the  exporter  in  the  countiy  of  origin. 

A quantity  of  roast  beef  meals  and  steak  & kidney  meals  were 
disposed  of  for  animal  feeding  stuffs. 
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DISTRICT  - GENERAL  CONDITIONS 


Fish  docks 

The  practice  of  fitting  out  seine  net  vessels  for  winter  sprat 
fishing  continues  to  find  favour.  During  1965,  approximately  4^600  tons 
of  sprats  were  landed  by  these  vessels.  The  sprats  are  discharged  into 
road-  vehicles  by  mechanical  probes  and  conveyors  and  thus  far  no 
nuisance  has  been  caused. 

The  number  of  "freeze  at  sea"  trawlers  operating  from  Grimsby 
increases  year  by  year  and  it  appears  certain  that  additional  berths 
for  discharging  these  vessels  will  soon  be  necessary.  It  is  pi*obable 
that  the  area  made  available  by  the  demolition  of  the  coal  hoists  in 
No.  3 Fish  Dock  will  be  utilised  for  this  purpose.  The  frozen  fish  is 
discharged  by  means  of  conveyors  and  mobile  cranes  on  to  road  vehicles 
and  thence  to  cold  store. 


Roadways  etc. 

The  vehxicular  roadways  throughout  the  dock  area  are  maintained  in 
an  excellent  state  of  repair. 

The  abolition  of  practically  all  the  fish  trains  from  Grimsby  has 
rendered  possible  the  lifting  of  certain  sections  of  the  track.  It  is 
anticipated  that  in  the  near  future  the  tracks  running  parallel  with 
Fish  Dock  Road  will  be  lifted  and  then  replaced  by  a made  up  roadway. 
Such  a roadway  would  serve  to  relieve  the  traffic  congestion  in 
Fish  Dock  Road. 

The  system  of  rubbish  collection  by  mobile  containers  continues 
successfully  and  no  complaints,  have  been  received  by  this  Authority  in 
respect  of  any  nuisance  being  caused. 

Public  conveniences 

The  public  conveniences  situated  within  the  dock  area  are  of  modem 
design  and  construction  and  are  maintained  in  a clean  and  hygienic  state;. 
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Fish  processing?  premises  and  factories 

No  noteworthy  change  has  taken  place  during  the  year  as  far  as  these 
premises  are  concerned.  A regular  system,  of  inspection  is  maintained  and 
every  endeavour  made  to  ensure  that  a satisfactory  standard  of  hygiene  is 
observed. 

Extension  of  roadway  and  drainage  facilities  in  the  area  to  the 
eastward  of  Humber  Bridge  Road  and  Mo.  3 Fish  Dock  is  being  carried  out. 
When  completed,  this  work  will  provide  for  the  further  development  of 
this  area.  Additional  access  will  be  available  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  a one-way  traffic  flow  will  be  possible. 

Commercial  docks 

Work  is  proceeding  on  the  provision  of  a berth  and  other  facilities 
in  connection  with  the  proposed  "roll  on  - roll  off"  service  between 
Esbjerg  and  Grimsby,  This  service  is  intended  for  the  transportation  of 
bacon. 


All  the  demolition  in  connection  with  this  project  has  now  been 
completed  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  service  will  commence  towards 
the  end  of  1966, 

Offensive  trades 

Fish  curing  and  the  manufacture  of  fish  oil  are  the  scheduled 
offensive  trades  carried  on  within  the  port  health  area.  The  premises 
concerned  have  been  kept  under  supervision  by  the  port  health  staff 
during  the  year. 


Canteens , cafes  etc , 

There  are  a large  number  of  canteens,  cafes,  tea  shops  etc,, 
situated  within  the  dock  area.  These  premises  are  inspected  periodically 
by  an  inspector  of  this  Authority  and  a reasonable  standard  of  hygiene  is 
maintained .

FISH  14ARKET  - GENERAL  CONDITIONS 


It  is  planned  to  provide  one  additional  discharging  berth  at 
Henderson  Jetty  for  a conventional  distant  water  trawler.  A number  of 
fish  merchants  are  at  present  carrying  on  business  at  Henderson  Jetty 
and  it  will  be  necessary  to  find  accommodation  for  these  merchants 
elsewhere  on  the  market. 

It  is  proposed  to  concentrate  the  sale  of  overland  fish  on 
Chapman  Jetty  and  this  also  may  result  in  the  displacement  of  a number 
of  fish  merchants. 


The  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  and 

The  Dark  Smoke  (Pemaitted  Periods) (Vessels)  Regulations.  195^ 

Generally  speaking,  no  difficiilty  is  experienced  in  the 
administration  of  these  Acts  and  Regiilations . 

There  are  still  two  oil  burning  tugs  operating  in  the  Royal  Dock 
but  diesel  engined  replacements  will  be  arriving  in  the  near  future. 

The  vast  majority  of  the  vessels  entering  Grimsby  are  diesel 
engined  but  occasional  emissions  of  black  smoke  occur  from  oil  or 
coal  burning  vessels.  Representation  to  the  master  of  the  vessel 
concerned  has  invariably  produced  satisfactory  results. 

Probably  the  most  consistent  source  of  trouble  as  far  as  these 
Regulations  are  concerned  has  been  the  emission  of  smoke  from  vessels 
berthed  at  the  North  Quay,  No,  3 Fish  Dock,  awaiting  high  water,  A 
great  many  of  these  vessels  are  oil  burners  and  when  boilers  are 
started  up  from  cold  a certain  amount  of  smoke  emission  appears  to  be 
inevitable  and  this  has  resulted  in  a number  of  complaints  being  made 
to  this  Authority. 

A careful  watch  has  been  and  is  being  kept  on  the  situation  and 
as  a general  rule  the  superintendent  engineers  of  the  firms  concerned 
make  every  effort  to  minimise  this  smoke  emission  from  the  trawlers 
in  their  charge.

The  National  Dock  Labour  Board  Griasby  Medical  Centre, 
staffed  by  two  State  Registered  Nurses  provides  adequate  coverage 
between  the  hours  of  5.30  a.n.  and  1.30  p.n.  from  Monday  to 
Friday. 

Training  of  first  aid  personnel 

The  National  Dock  Labour  Board  ikibulance  Branch  maintains 
the  strength  of  47  trained  dock  workers  and  staff  on  its  register. 

The  Branch  operates  first  aid  classes  throughout  the  winter 
months  and  two  National  Dock  Labour  Board  first  aid  teams  compete 
in  the  Grimsby  Borough  First  Aid  League  and  in  other  national  and 
local  competitions. 

The  week  end  refresher  course  for  qualified  first  aiders 
from  the  Humber  ports  was  held  at  Cober  Hill,  Cloughton,  near 
Scarborough  on  20th/21st  March,  1965>  the  Grimsby  contingent 
numbering  26  first  aiders  and  niirses.  During  the  week  end  a 
visit  was  made  to  Scarborough  Hospital  where  students  sat  in  on 
three  most  interesting  lectiires  by  consultants  of  the  hospital. 

The  subjects  dealt  with  included  haemorrhage,  fractures  and  eye 
emergencies. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  year,  on  5th  November,  1965,  the 
Grimsby  N.D,L.D.  team  represented  the  whole  of  the  N.D.L.B, 
throughout  the  country  at  the  St,  John's  Ambulance  Grand  Priors 
Competition  at  the  Seymour  Hall,  London,  W,l,,  and  eained  the 
6th  placing  in  the  competition. 

Rehabilitation 

During  1965,  close  co-operation  between  the  N.D,L,B,, 
hospital  authorities  and  local  medical  practitioners  resulted 
in  some  35  dock  workers  undergoing  occupational  physiotherapy  or 
remedial  exercises  at  one  of  the  following  centres

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Accident  prevention 

The  N.D.L.B.  naintains  its  policy  of  full  support,  in  the 
field  of  accident  prevention  and  in  196 5 , nore  than  1,700  pairs 
of  safety  gloves  were  sold  and  420  pairs  of  steel  toe  cap  safety 
boots,  were  taken  by  dock  workers. 

These  facilities  have  contributed  in  sone  neasure  to  the 
reduction  in  hand  and  foot  injuries  in  dock  work. 

First  aid  magazine 

The  National  Dock  Labour  Board  now  produces  its  own 
nagazine  entitled  "First  Aid  on  the  Docks"  for  issue  three  tines 
yearly  to  first  aid  workers. 

This  is  a well  produced  nagazine  of  24  pages  and  contains 
topical  first  aid  itens  fron  all  porta  in  the  coimtry  and  is 
designed  to  stimulate  and  encourage  first  aiders  in  their  work,"
